No. E(l)/l/54-D&W.I.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 62 of 
the Excise Regulation, 1916 (I oi 1916), the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer hereby 
^ecta that the following further amendments shall be made in the Chief Com¬ 
missioner, Ajmer, Notitloation No. 11/2/50-Genl. II, dated the 11th May, 1961, 
namely;— 

In the said notification — 

(1) for the existing sub-rule (iv) of rule 3. the following shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(iv) Licences for the Farm of Ganja, Bhang and all or any of prepara¬ 
tions made theielrom as may be determined by the Collector of 
Excise Revenue shall be disposed of Public auction as per 
conditions laid down m Notification No. E(l)/5/53-D&W, dated the 
7th February, 1953 " 

(2) for the existing sub-rule (\i) of rule 3, the following shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

"(vi) The vendors for the retail sale of Gan] a Bhang and all preparations 
made therefrom shall be selected with the approval of the Collector 
of Excise Revenue and the licences issued under Section 18(2) of 
the Excise Regulation I of 1915 to such approved persons, shall be 
in form HD,4 and shall be countersigned by the Collector of Excise 
Revenue.” 

(3) for the existing condition (1) of the cotgitions given m Form H.D.3, the 
following shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(1) A sum equal to 6 months licence fee shall be paid as Security deposit 
to Government immediately on the provisional acceptance of bid at 
a sale by the Collector or in special cases within such period as may 
be allowed by him The rest of the licence fee shall be paid in 6 
monthly Instalments commencing from the 16th May. The security 
deposit will ordinarily be adjusted towards the payment of 7th, 8th, 
Dth, 10th, 11th and 12th instalments unless it has already been 
forfeited or any report rcgaidmg breach of conditions of licence or 
B prosecution under Excise, Opium or Dangerous Drugs Act is pend¬ 
ing against the licensee. In such cases it will be open to the 
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Collector of Excise Revenue to proceed to realise the last 6 months 
instalments separately.'* 

(4) for existing condition 15 of conditions given in Form H,D.4, the following 
shall be substituted, namely; — 

"15. The consumption of Bhang, Ganja, or any preparation or admixture 
thereof other than Bhang Lugdl or Liquid Bhang shall not be 
allowed on the premises. 

No. E(l)/l/64-D&W.III. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 02 
of the Excise Reflation 1915 (1 of 1916), the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer, hereby 
directs that the following further amendments shall be made in the Chief Com¬ 
missioner, AJmer-Merwara Notification No. 1769-1227, dated the 10th September 
1916, as amended from time to time, namely; — 

In the said Notification for the existing condition No. 27 in part II, the 
following shall be substituted; — 

“A sum equal to 6 months licence fee shall be paid as Security Deposit to 
Government immediately on the provisional acceptance of bid at a 
sale by the Collector or in special cases within such period as may 
be allowed by him. The rest of the licence fee shall be paid in 6 
monthly instalments commencing from the 15th May. The security 
deposit will ordinarily be adjusted towards the payment of 7th, 8th, 
9th, 10th, 11th and 12th Instalments unless it has already been for¬ 
feited or any report regarding breach of conditions of licence or a 
prosecution under Excise, Opium or Dangerous Drugs Act is pending 
against the licensee. In such cases it will be open to the Collector 
of Excise Revenue to proceed to realize the last 6 months Instalments 
separately.” 

No. E(l)/l/54-D&W.n. —Under rule 13(a) of the Rules published with 
Notification No, 789-C, dated the 12th March, 1904, the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer, 
hereby directs that the following further amendment shall be made in the Chief 
Comiplasloner, Ajmer-Merwara Notification No. 30-C-689-VII, dated the 6th 
January, 1906, namely; — 

In the said Notification, In the form headed "License Granted by the 
Collector to the Licensed Vendors under Rule 6 of the Opium Rules of 1904”, for 
condition 1, the following shall be substituted; — 

"A sum equal to 6 months licence fee shall be paid as Security deposit to 
Government immediately on the provisional acceptance of bid at a 
sale by the Collector or in special cases within such period as may 
be allowed by him. The rest of the licence fee shall be paid In 6 
monthly instalments commencing from the 15th May. The security 
deposit will ordinarily be adjusted towards the payment of 7th, 8th, 
9th, 10th, 11th and 12th instalments unless it has already been for¬ 
feited or any report regarding breach of conditions of licence or a 
prosecution under Excise, Opium or Dangerous Drugs Act Is pending 
against the licensee. In such cases it will be open to the Collector 
of Excise Revenue to proceed to realize the last 6 months instalments, 
aeparately."
